RESTATE FUEL POLICY 
AT SCOUT ACTIVITIES 

The Council's policy regarding 
the use of liquid fuel at camp 
sites and other Scouting activities 
is still in effect. 

Consistent with National Coun- 
cil policy, it provides that stoves 
using gasoline, kerosene, liquid 
propane or butane, or charcoal 
liquid lighter fuel will not be 
permitted. Lanterns with kero- 
sene may be used only for per- 
manent, stationary, outside light- 
ing under the supervision of the 
camp director, 
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
